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Infantile  Mortality 


The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  the  number  of  deaths  among 
infa.nts  of  under  one  year  of  age  per  1,000  registered  live  births  a 
There  Y/ere  no  infantile  dearths  under  one  year  of  age  and  265  births 
in  the  area. 

The  National  rate  was  20.0  deaths  a,mong  infants  under  one  year 
per  thousand  live  births  and  the  Dorset  rate  was  16.3  deaths.  Thus 
five  or  six  infantile  dearths  could  have  been  expected  to  occur  in 
your  area,  and  the  fact  that  they  did  not  is  an  outstanding  achieve- 
ment . 


Serious  congenita,!  abnorm.alities  will,  of  course,  influence  the 
numbers  of  infantile  deaths  but  this  does  not  detract  from  the  praise 
which  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  three  branches  of  the  National  Health 
Service  who  have  helped  to  achieve  this  record.  It  does  perhaps 
underline  the  different  approach  which  parents  have  to  child  bearing 
from  the  beginning  of  the  century  when  at  least  one  child  in  any  large 
family  could  be  expected  to  die.  Families  now  tend  to  be  lim.ited  to 
two  or  three  children;  often  these  care  expected  ea.rly  in  the  marriage; 
all  are  expected  to  survive  and  have  planned  careers.

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  Rural 
District . 

Typhoid:  In  common  with  all  other  health  departments  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  were  urgently  involved  with  tracing  cans  from  the  particular 
consignment  of  corned  beef  thought  to  be  responsible  for  the  Aberdeen 
outbreak  of  Typhoid#  No  tins  bearing  that  coding  were  found;  Several 
persons  intending  to  travel  to  the  Aberdeen  area  asked  my  advice  about 
precautions  to  take,  others  on  holida^^  from  the  infected  area  were 
notified  to  me.  All  remained  free  from  infection. 


Smallpox:  I was  alerted  b3^  the  Port  of  London  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
that  a party  of  Dorset  school  children  on  a cruise  had  paid  an  unsched- 
uled stop  at  Tangiers.  The  point  being  that  such  an  area  is  one  of  the 
few  remaining  places  where  smallpox  is  still  occurring.  This  in  itself 
was  a routine  matter,  but  I was  surprised  to  find  after  investigation 
of  the  several  children  living  in  the  Dorchester  County  districts,  that 
one  living  in  the  district  had  received  a primary  vaccination  before 
embarking,  w^hich  had  failed  to  ’'take”.  As  the  school  party  had  taken 
the  opportunity  to  explore  the  Kasbah  at  Tangiers,  I felt  it  v/ould  be 
prudent  to  place  this  child  on  home  and  garden  quarantine.  The  quaran- 
tine period  passed  uneventfully,  but  the  story  could  have  had  a very 
different  ending. 

Weills  Disease:  This  disease  is  not  normally  notifiable  in  this 
country’,  but  famil^^  doctors  will  a,lways  notify  a disease  which  they 
feel  may  be  in  some  measure  preventable.  In  this  case  the  organism 
of  infection  is  carried  in  the  urine  of  an  infected  animal  - usually 
the  rat.  A thorough  inspection  and  disinfestation  of  the  suspected 
farm  was  carried  out. 
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Brucella  abortus  in  milk:  From  time  to  time  the  Divisional  Veterinary 


Officer  lets  me  Icnow  that  certain  cows  are  passing  the  organism  Brucella 
abortus  in  their  milk*  This  same  organism  which  causes  contagious 
abortion  in  a herd  is  now  controlled  commercially  by  vaccina^tion  of 
cattle • 

Unfortunately  the  vaccine  Yzhich  is  successful  in  preventing  the 
unpleasant  economic  aspect  of  repeated  abortions  in  a herd,  is  not  so 
successful  in  preventing  a cow  giving  infected  milk.  This  infection  is 
comjnunica,ble  to  man.  In  all  cases  the  farm  is  visited.  Those  likely 
to  consume  the  milk  raw  are  warned  that  it  should  be  pasteurised  and 
a check  is  made  tha.t  the  milk  is  sent  commercially  for  pasteurisation. 


Public  Health  Laboratory 


In  all  YYork  dealing  with  communicable  disease  it  is  a great  help 
to  know  that  the  services  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  town  are 
available.  Although  snap  decisions  on  clinical  grounds  must  still  be 
taken,  it  is  a relief  to  have  the  co-operation  of  Dr.  G-.H.  Tee  and 
Dr.  T.V.  Cooper  7aho  can  usueCLly  produce  concrete  evidence  upon  whether 
a clinical  decision  was  justified,  or  themiselves  produce  evidence 
initiating  investigation.  The  amount  of  routine  work  undertaken  for 
us  at  the  Laboratory  is  shovm  by  the  following  number  of  samples

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The  distribution  of  the  causes  of  death  a.re  similar  to  those 
experienced  Nationally.  Few  are  now  killed  by  infectious  disease. 
Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  ca„use  the  greatest  number  of 
deaths  and_  to  a certain  extent  figure  highly  because  of  the  aging 
or  wearing~out  of  a system  v/hich  must  be  constantly  in  operation 
to  permit  life.  One  section  of  this  group  of  diseases , Coronary 
Thrombosis,  is  however  more  unusual  in  that  it  is  not  necessarily 
cissociated-  with  the  aging  process.  It  seems  to  be  a disease  of 
western  civilisation  and  indeed  early  pathological  changes  in  the 
Coronary  Arteries  v/ere  seen  post  mortem  in  young  United  States  service- 
men killed  in  battle  in  Korea. 

Lack  of  exercise,  mental  over-activity,  vrorry  and  the  consump- 
tion of  a diet  rich  in  animal  fats  a^re  variously  thought  to  con- 
tribute to  the  condition  so  that  in  dietary  at  least  one  may  suppose 
that  environment a-1  factors  may  commence  in  the  cradle.  Until  more 
is  knov;n  about  the  disease,  regular  moderate  exercise,  occasional 
changes  of  occupation  of  the  mind,  and  a cuisine  taking  advantage  of 
vegetable  oils  where  possible  can  do  nothing  but  good.  Leave  the 
ca.r  in  the  ga.rage  and  wa,lk  to  work  v/hen  possible. 

NATIONM,  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  19A8 

From  time  to  time  I am  asked  to  visit  an  old  person  living  alone 
v^ho  may  have  becorae  infirm.  It  was  necessary,  in  September  to  obtain 
a Magistrate's  Order,  made  under  the  National  Assistance  (Araendment) 
Act,  to  remove  a person  to  hospital  who  refused  proper  miedical  atten- 
tion, fo'J.lov/ing  what  appeared  to  be  severe  anaemia. 
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C/JIE  OF  THE  ELDERLY 


At  the  time  of  the  I96I  Census  2,598  persons  were  aged  65  years 
and  over  out  of  our  total  population  of  18,020  then.  Of  these,  382 
old  persons  were  living  alone.  Owing  to  our  population  structure  I 
have  no  doubt  that  the  figures  for  the  aged  are  now  higher. 

In  order  that  the  working  population  of  the  country  can  carry 
such  a high  proportion  of  elderly  persons  it  is  very  necessary  that 
the  practical  necessities  for  living  when  old  are  available  so  that 
pensioners  can  care  for  themselves  at  home.  ’’Necessities"  in  my  view 
include  everything  from  Chiropod37'  to  Central  Heating  and  from  Medi- 
cines to  Meals-on-Wheels. 

Perhaps  I make  these  points  to  you  because  I know  that  owing  to 
the  remoteness  of  their  homes,  old  persons  get  into  difficulties  more 
quickly  in  rural  areas  than  they  do  in  towns  also  because  of  our  AOO 
or  so  unfit  houses  still  inhabited,  a high  proportion  ;vould  be  tenan- 
ted by  the  aged.  These  houses  v/hich  have  outlived  their  useful  life 
would  certainly  have  no  hot  water  systems  and  may  not  have  a sink. 

They  were  built  in  an  era  when  land  v/as  cheap  and  sufficient  ground 
was  usually  made  available  to  grow  vegetables  for  a young  family  and 
to  bury  night  soil.  These  gardens  are  sometimes  completely  beyond 
the  powers  of  an  elderly  tenant  to  cultivate  and  the  pa,th  between  the 
closet  and  the  house  in  the  winter  becomes  dangerous. 

Institutional  care  is  not  the  answer  to  the  plight  of  the  elderly, 
firstly  because  we  all  wish  to  grow  old  in  our  ovm  homes,  and  secondly 
because  it  is  uneconomic.  The  cost  of  a bed  in  a local  authority  home 
is  in  the  region  of  £d  6s.  Od,  For  the  hospital  service  at  Darners 
Hospital  it  is  £13  17s.  9d.  per  patient  per  v/eek. 

the  Housing  Authority,  have  the  proper  economic  answer  to 
this  problem  by  building  accommodation  for  the  aged  v/ith  main  services 
and  having  xvarden  schemes.  By  so  doing  xve  can  encourage  the  aged  to 
live  out  in  the  community  where  they  belong,  under  circumstances 
favourable  for  a healthy  retirement,  cutting  short  the  period  of  depen- 
dence upon  others  which  all  elderly  persons  dread.

ilnnual  Renort  for  1964 


The  following  report  is  presented  for  your  consideration  on  the  work  of 
your  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  other  staff  during  the  year  1964. 

Some  changes  in  staffing  occurred  following  the  resignation  on  the  31st 
December,  1963  of  Mr.  J.  M*  Stamp,  and  the  appointment  on  the  1st  January, 

1964  of  Mr.  M.  J.  Dove  and  on  the  Ist  April,  1964  of  Mr.  R.  F.  Blinkhorn, 

Public  Health  Inspectors. 

Following  those  appointments  some  revision  was  made  in  the  division  of  the 
Council’s  area  which  resulted  in  the  Additional  Inspectors  being  allocated  areas 
of  comparable  size  and  population.  In  addition  they  carry  out  Meat  Inspection 
on  a rota  system  at  the  three  Private  Slaughterhouses, 

Since  the  appointment  of  the  third  Inspector,  Mr.  Blinkhorn,  it  has  been 
possible  to  carry  out  lOOf^  meat  inspection  in  this  area  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963* 

Arising  from  the  outbreak  of  Typhoid  fever  at  Aberdeen  an  urgent  directive 
was  received  from  the  Ministry  to  investigate  into  the  possible  existence  in 
this  area  of  6 lb.  tins  of  suspected  corned  beef  which  had  been  pijocessed 
between  certain  dates  at  two  overseas  factories. 

The  investigation  was  carried  out  and  156  food,  etc,  premises  were  visited 
in  48  hours,  A few  days  later  a further  similar  directive  was  received  to 
extend  the  inquiries.  A second  check-up  of  these  premises  was  then  carried  out. 
No  tins  of  corned  beef  for  which  search  was  made,  were  found  in  this  Rural 
District, 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963  came  into  operation  dur- 
ing this  year  and  good  progress  has  been  made  in  the  preliminary  x^rork  necessary 
to  carry  out  its  application.

500  and  600  dwelling  houses  have  been  placed  in  either  Categories  4 or 
These  are  houses  which  are  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  are  not  capabi' 
of  being  made  fit  at  a reasonable  expense* 

There  appears  to  be  an  increase  in  the  present  rate  of  decay  as  compared 
with  that  for  reconditioning.  Consequently  it  can  be  expected  that  the 
total  number  of  unfit  houses  will  increase^ 

Housing  - Caravfms 

(2)  There  are  135  licenced  caravans  in  use  as  homes ^ which  are  occupied  by 
approximately  405  persons. 

Whilst  the  modem  and  more  expensive  type  of  caravan  is  x^rell  constructed 
for  xminter  usej  many,  for  reasons  of  construction  and  size,  are  unfit  fo-- 
that  use. 

There  is  some  tendency  to  overcrov/ding  of  caravans  by  parents  with  yourig 
children.

New  Schemes 

During  the  year  and  as  a result  of  a survey  carried  out  by  your  Public  Health 
Department  into  the  adequacy  and  quality  of  the  supplies  at  Long  Bredy,  on 
which  an  adverse  report  was  made,  a new  piped  public  supply  was  provided  by 
the  Council. 

Shortage  of  water 

Some  complaints  were  received  from  consumers  of  shortage  of  water  on  the  public 
supply  schemes  in  the  Osmington  Mills  and  Coryates  area  and  the  private  supply 
at  Bradford  Peverell.  It  was  necessary  to  haul  water  to  Coryates  for  a short 
period.

Three  private  sources  of  supply  caused  some  concern  by  the  unsatisfactory  quality 
of  water  which  is  consumed  by  the  residents  of  two  hamlets  and  one  village.
